HE lterary ancestor of my friend Brad-

ford, who chata so plensantly every after-
noon In the next column but one to this, was
n man of historie figure In any acoount of
Ameriean Journallsm or printing, As already
T have mentioned the editor who first pub-
lshed an evenlng paper In this city, I now
whnt to eall to your mind the man who
printed the Nrst newspaper published In this
country south of Massachusetts,

This was Andrew Rradford, the son of
Willlam Bradford, who woa the first printer
In Pennsylvania, and, for that matter, In the
Middle Colonjes. Andrew waa born in Phila-
delphin In 1686, the year his father issued the
first publication from hls press.

There Ia strong reason to believe that Will-
fam Bradford cime to this country with Will-
inm Penn, and this is one of the things that
will bo cleared up swhen my friend Albert
Cook Myers completes his gearch for mate-
rinls for a life of the founder of Pennsylvania.
Mr. Myers Is now in England, and la hard at
work gathering and copying letters and docu-
ments for his projected definitive edition of
the works of Penn. I have assumed that
hesalll subsequently write a life of Penn In
view of the Immenze amount of unknown
mnterinl he has alrendy goarnered from the
old familles [n this country and in England
and Ireland.

It is only falr to Mr. Myers to say that
he has not yet declared that he will do this,
but when | suggested it to him, he would not
deny that such an Idea had come to him, also.

All the early Bradfords were men of dis-
tinction, and held high position among thelr
follow eitizens here and In New York, but
today T want t talk about Andrew in par-
tentlor,

RICAHERS of Franklin's “Autoblography"
will get an Impression of the man and
printer that probably 18 o lttle prejudiced. I
have ne doubt that Franklin Intended to be
falr to hig rival in business, both as o printer
and ns o newspaper publisher, but he does
attempt to deride both the subject matter
that appeared In Bradford's Weekly Mercury
and also the typography of that and the
other publications that came from Bradford's
P'ress,

After the elder Bradford has been arrested
for an Indiscretion, by order of the Provin-
clul Assembly, and his printing shop over-
huuled with the thoroughness of the old Rus-
slan  Secret Police, the wvictim decided to
shalee the dust of Philadelphin and set up o
shop In New York, where Inducements had
heen made to him by the Legislature., 'This
was in 1683, when his son Andrew was about
goven vears of age. The boy afterward was
pliced In hls father's shop and learned the
trade,

There was only a limited amount of print-
Ing to be obtalned In New York and the Brad-
fords got It. There was a little in New Jor-
soy, and they got that, too, but in the greater
city of Philadelphia and in the more promis-
ing provinee of Pennsylvania thers waa a lot
of trade that wng golng to others, and the
Bradfords seem to have decided that Andrew
would hetter go to Philadelphia and, on the
strength of the house, get the officlal and
other husiness,

8o, In 1712, we find Andrew, now a man.
back In the city of his birth, epening n print-
ing houge or, as has becn suggested, merely
taking over the gshop which Willlam Bradford
had left jn the echarge of Reiner Jensen.

At this time the only attempt to lssue a
newsdpaper In this country had been promptly
suppressed In Boston., This was the News-
Letter, n little half sheet that I belleve made
its appearance once; for the publisher, hav-
Ing had the nudacity to comment upon the
characters of the assembly, it was promptly

closed up.

N THOSE days the liberty of the press had
I not yet been regarded as a constitutional
right, and no printer dared malke the ven-
ture, However, In 1719 another Boston at-
tempt was made, with the Boston Gazette,
The same year Andrew Bradford b =an the
publication of his Amerlean Weekly Mer-
cury, and this was continued for many
years. The first number was issued on Tues-
day, December 22, 1718, the day after Boston's
Gazette appeared. Among the reéasons an-
nounced for the appearance of the paper was
the general one, *“the encouragement of
trade."

It was a smull four-page sheet, with a very
crude plcture of a posthay ornamenting the
wings of the title. There was lttle of what
we now would call news, and for a long time
the only attempt at lterary embelllshment
wits oceaslonal excerpts from some of the
English perlodicals,

Although the elder Bradford renounced
his membership in the Saciety of Friends, the
Friends seem to have brought a grent part
of thelr printing to the younger Bradford
when he began here. He also bhecame the
printer to the province, and the sgo-called
Bradford Lawas were all printed at his shop.

The exact location of his office eannot be
learned, hut it seems to have heen al one
time nt the corner of Becond street and
Plick Horsn alley, hetween Market and
Chestnut strects. Outside hung his slgn of
the Bible.

NDREW BRADFORD also was one of the

carliest postmaosters of Philadelphia, if
not the first, and, of course, his shop was the
postoMcee. Franklin was envious of him In
this position, realizing that to be postmaster
und have the control of the posthoys was a
distinct pdvantage in the distribution of a
newspaper. How Franklin managed to get this
office and how he turned the tables on Brad-
ford by bribing the posthoys to negleot Brad.
tord's Mercury and tale care of his Qazette
la very charncteristic of the great philoso-
pher, who was not sll philanthropist where
business was concerned.

RBradford, who died In 1742, published the
American Magazine the previous year, the
publieation making ite appearance ahout tha
same time that Franklin's magazine ap-
peared

Thiut was another time when Poor Richard
oppesed his rival and defeated him,
